GUILLOTINE 
Joseph Sansom, the celebrated French exe- 
cutioner before and during the revolution, 
died last month in Paris, it was he who guil- 
lotined Louis XVI. Marie Antoinette, and, 
by a singular retributiveness, Couthen, Bris- 
sot, Robespierre, and other chiefs of the revo- 
lution. Mercier once called himthe President 
of the Grand Butcherv of the Human Race.— 
For the last twenty-tive years he enjoyed a 
pension trem government, and led a very ex- 
emplary life, He was sixty years old when 
he died, ‘The character and conduct of this 
man isa fit subject for reflection. He spilt 
more aristocratic blood than any other human 
being. Like Death himself, whose prime 
minister he was, all ranks and ages were alike 
to him, Phe king and the beggar, the coward 
and the hero, were all alike to him.—Youth, 
beauty, virtue, talents, as well as aye, vice ug- 
liness, and stupidity, fell prostrate and head 
less before him. If the French people had 
possessed| but one neck, he would have been 
its Cahigula. There was a time when he might 
have feared that he wouki be left the last nian 
in Paris, The guillotine spared him only be- 
cause he wasa partof it. Yet his conscience 
was atease. He went to the opera regularly,

THE GREEK SHS. 

For some time past the public mind has 
been considerably agitated by the subject of 
the Greek agency ia this country for building 
two ships of war for the service of that na- 
tion—we have, from a wish to possess our- 
selves of the opinions of both sides, deferred 
comments upon the subject; and the idea of 
republ. shing the various statements made by 
the parties and their ardent friends, was 
wholly out of the question, as the columns of 
the Saturday Evening Post, though tolerably 
capacious anil dating, would contain 
but a small portion of the assertions, ‘replies, 
rejoinders, &c, It is probable that we shall 
scarcely do our readers a greater service than 
by giving them a short history of the lusincss, 
drmwn from the two principal statements, 
made on the one side by Mr. Contostavios, 
the agent for the Greek deputies, and by Mr. 
William Bayard, of the house of Le Roy, Bay- 
anl & Co. one of the contracting parties.— 
The Grecks, after effecting a loan in England 
through the Banking house of Ricardo, deter- 
mined on building two frigates, and believing 
that they coukd be built cheaper and safer in 
this country than in Europe, they despatched 
an agent, Gen. Lallemand, to make suitable 
enquiries, The house of Le Noy, Bayard & 
Co. was applied to, they expressed a willing- 
ness to undertake the work, and stated that a 
ship of fifty guns would cost $273,000. The 

Greek deputies wrote to them and te Generat 
Lallemand, their opinion, directed an imme- 
diate entrance upon the work of two frigates 
of the first class, built in all respects like 
those of the United States, and under the 
sume regulations, With these instructions 
the house of Le Roy, Bayard & Co. under- 
took the erection of one frigate, and Messrs.

two vessels, at the rate of $5000 each, together 
with good travelling fees, and five dollars a 
day if called upon to leave the city of New- 
York—this enormous amount upon such ser-

CUIMNEYS. 

Curious a@ it may seem, passages or funnels 
for the conveyance of smoke trom the fire- 
places te the summits of houses as we now 
see them, were not known in the age of anti- 
quity.
